of Wisconsin and (as a war-time Marine) U. of Michigan, 
commented on what theatre TV might mean to the Rams. 

“Everybody has been kicking around the idea of pay 
TV, but.this may have fewer problems and the possibilities 
are tremendous,” said Crazy Legs, who launched his pro 
career, by playing three years with Chicago Rockets of the 
former All-America Conference and ended it after nine 
years with the Rams, Later, he starred in a movie version 
of his great career. 

Hirsch, 40, congenial, tanned and still at his old playing 
weight, explained that. the NFL constitution does not have 
any rules covering theatre TV and any innovations would 
have to gain approval of club owners. 

League rules do prohibit television within 75 miles of 
games, but the Rams are. thinking of closed-circuit shows 
in. several-cities,- including San Diego “ith: slies Srom-iskt, 
Bakersfield (120) and Las Vegas (290).0 2. - 

“One thing is certain. NFL owners won't t do anything 
that might jeopardize the present revenue from a na- 
tional-TV package deal, shared equally by all clubs. Last 
season, each club got $335,000, about one-third of the 
Rams’ budget.
